He's a fernlrister.' of 
first water, and will always be a 'ferninster.' He would 
cut a pitiful figure in any otlier roV. Ha is yet to give 
the first proof of constructive statesmanship since he 
arrived in Washington. 


If Senator Johnson could not quarrel with President 


Harding on the world court is-jue, fhjre wo-alU be so:r.«- 
ether cause for criticism It ."s significant, however, that 
cu the day of his retJ.-n from Kurope. announcc^ients 
are made in a number o£ American cities that 'John«cn 
for President' clubs are to'be termed, an-1 the Cutvfom- 
lan's name will be presented to the people as a progres- 
sive candidate In the republican party. Johnson's old 
friends in Washington may be inclined to smile at this. 
The California senator unblushingrly swallowed the Ford- 
aey-MacCumber tariff measure, which admittedly Is the 


• worst example of special-interest legislation history re- 
Yeals. It wa» Johnspn who succeeded in placing a. tariff 
on oranges and lemons so they cost the consumer In Ne- 
braska 20 cents a dozen more. 


Because It is indicated that Johnson Is to be a can- 


didate for president, his attitude on tho world court is- 
sue Is especially Interesting. As a member uf the sen- 
ate It Is extremely improbable that he exerts sufficient 


^influence to defeat it. 
As a presidential candidate he 


might succeed in reversing the situation.

Senator Johnson has not made public any additional 


reasons for opposing American membership in the world 
court. He told the nespaper men who greeted him that 


—he planned to carry the fight against it directly to the 
'-people, and would outline his 'Opposition to the proposal 
nln a speech which he is to make. 


The old stock objections are most likely to Be re- 


newed. 


The close rlationshlp between the world court and 


the league of nations Is sufficient to constitute positive 
proof of its unworthiness in the eyes of the Californian. 


There are certain facts and figures, which Mr. John- 


eon must study, if ho is to be fair with his constituency. 
The foreign trade of the United State* in the nine years 
elnce the beginning- of the world war is three-quarters 
as much as in the 215 years preceding the war. The fig- 
ures show that foreign trade for the nine year period, 
starting with the outbreak of tha-world war. aggregated 
$77.000,000, while during the 125 years from the date of 
the adoption of_ the federal constitution until 1914, it 
was but $109,000,000. 


A similar condition is revealed in the imports, which 


for the nine years since 1914 aggregated 
$28,000.000 


against $50,000,000 in the 125 years preceding the war. 


These figures mean but one thing. America's trade 


has maHe this country a world figure In a larger sense 
than has been appreciated. She came into world affairs 
during the wctrlcl war, when it became neces&ary 
for 


Europe to look to her for-food, clothing and munitions. 
She now has the choice of remaining there, or backing 
out.

In the event that America does no (care to retain 


her position In the trade and commerce of the world, as 
Hiram Johnson suggests, or in other words, if she pro- 


' poses to remain in splendid isolation, then all her indus- 
trial and commercial life must undergo a terrible read- 
justment. 


The wheels of industry in America have been fash- 


ioned to meet the world's needs. The products of tne 
factories and great industrial establishments have been 
sent to the four corners of the earth. If it is nou- pro- 
posed that A-merlca forfeit her world trade by a contin- 
uance- of her present policies, this tremendous production 
capacity that has been built up is all in vain. It repre- 
sents an. output many times America's need. But so Kmg
